The protesting homeowners, all 
county residents, said they had 
bought property in the Indian 
Mound area on the assumption it 
was never to be used for anything 
but residences. 

Goforth argued there аге 
already several businesses along 
SR 175 and it's a natural area for 
business development. Commis- 
sioner Tom Altman agreed- with 
Goforth that the heavily travelled 
SR 175 is a natural business 
location and voted against the 
motion to deny the request.

County wants Pahokee 
sitefor housing project 


County Housing Authority, ap- 
peared befor the Pahokee Housing 
Authority (P.H.A.) commissioners 
Thursday with an offer to purchase 
the Everglades Lábor Camp as the 
site for a new Farm labor housing 
project. The offer was met with à 
mixture of opinions. 

According to Domian and Acting 
Director of the County Housing 
Authority, Barry Seamen, a sur- 
vey conducted. a few years ago 
assessed a need for such housing in 
this area and they are acting on the 
need. 

The Farmer's Home Administra- 
tion has funded $3.3 million to 
build a housing project, Domian 
said. "We have looked at several 
sites and found the 60 acre tract of 
the Everglades Labor Camp to be 
the mest desirable, We need 30 
acres for our project." he said. 
“We would like to utilize the land 
on a basis that is fitting and 
appropriate to your use,” he 
continued. 

Pahokee Commissioner Robert 
Apelgren questioned the need for a 
labor camp in the area. Himself a 
farmer, Apelgren stated “All of
